At the earnest re- 
quest of many voters of the city, I am again in- 
duced to offer myself as a candidate for the May- 
oralty. Having already served you iu that capa- 
city lor over two years, and having stated at the 
last Municipal Kleetion that I should not again 
ask your sull'ragos as a candidate for civic honors, 
I deem it my duty towards you to state my reasons 
for again allowing myself to be nominated as a 
candidate for office. 

At the time of the last election I, in common 
with the Municipal body generally supposed that 
there was sufficient power granted under the ' In- 
corporation Act' to allow the Mayor and Council 
to continue the works then commenced and par- 
tially completed ; and also to make many further 
improvements lor the general benefit, such as a 
general sewerage, the grading and macadamizing 
of many streets which the trallic arid commerce 
of the public absolutely demand j the lighting of 
the principal streets with gas, nnd other impor- 
tant improvements which were then 111 contem- 
plation, lint the decision of the Uonble. Chief 
Justice ill the suit of the "Corporation vs. Ring," 
had the effect of rendering the Council powerless 
during '.he past year for any thing useful, und 
pre vented the carrying out of any of the numer- 
ous improvements intended. During tho first 
municipal year the Corporation incurred a liabil- 
ity in the shape of a loan, for tho payment ol 
which as yet means have only been in part pro- 
vided. The proceeds of that loan were expended 
in making slreets ; and nu doubt you, fellow elec- 
tors, feel with me that the liability thus incurred 
should be promptly und faithfully mot, and 1 had 
hoped that during the past year such measures 
would have been adopted by the Corporation as 
would have placed the repayment of the loan be- 
yond doubt, but owing to the Incorporation Act 
being held to bo invalid, such measures were out 
of our power. In consequence of these unlocked 
for and unforeseen difficulties, I have been unable 
to assist in carrying out those measures which 1 
promised to support when last before you, and 
have consequently concluded to offer you my ser- 
vices for another year, contrary to my expecta- 
tion. Had the means been ai the disposal of the 
Corporation, doubtless all the important measures 
I have alluded to would have been carried out, in 
which case I should not have felt myself at liberty 
to have asked your votes again this year. 

The members of the Legislature for the city aud 
the Government having pledged themselves to 
introduce duiing the present session of I'arlii 
ment such amendments to the Incorporation Act 
n« will make it a useful bill, 1 am convinced that 
the next Council will have it in their power to 
render important services tu the city; and if you 
do me the honor to return me, I sduill strenu- 
ously endeavor to maintain the credit and 
honor of our City, at the sumo time t shall op- 
pose to the utmost any excessive taxation or any 
taxation beyond actual requirements, holding as 
I do that moderate and equitable taxation with 
the greatest economy 111 expenditure is 01 tho ut- 
most importance at the present time. 

If returned 1 shall us heretofore endeavor to 
serve you faithfully, and it 1 occasionally err it 
""ll be from thu head and not from i lie heart.

THE NEWS. 

The Eastern intelligence received yester- 
day is up to the 27th. UraM is still fronting 
Petersburg und Richmond, but no fighting of 
any coasoquouco has taken place in this 
quarter since our last. The Federal eom~ 
mander continues to uceive hoiivy reinforce- 
ments from Washington, and although we 
aro not prepared to aocopt tho nonsensical 
bombast of the New York Herald, to the 
effect that Grant could take Richmond in a 
few haurs if he only felt disposod, we have, 
nevertheless, every confidence in the North- 
«rn goneral finishing up bis campaign with 
tho capture of the Southern capital. By our 
special dospatohes, it will bo seen that the 
horrtr of arming colored men as soldiers is 
gradually disappearing in the South ; for we 
fiti J that even iu so aristocratic a place as 
Richmond, the black man is beginning to be 
thought a fit auxiliary to defend his white 
oppressor's capital. Whatever faith wo may 
have in the colored soldier's courage when 
he is fighting for his race, we confess to hav- 
ing grave doubts about the slave's valor and 
loyalty when he meets as antagonists men 
who havo oomo to set him Iree. Whon 
Grant, therefore, makes his last great ad- 
vaneo upon Richmond, we ure of opinion 
that the weakest part of the defences of the 
capital will bo the slaves which Loo has re- 
recently enrolled as auxiliaries. 

The details of tho resent fighting in tho 
Shonandoah show it to have been much more 
suvoro thau was at first supposed. In the 
battle of the 10th, it is said the Federals lost 
5,000, and their opponents 10,000 men. Mak- 
ing duo allowance for Northern exaggeration 
in the losses of the Confederates, we may 
safely come to tho conclusion that the result of 
the battle, like most of thoso recently fought 
in the Shenandoah, has been disastrous to 
Southern dominance in the valloy. The at- 
tack was a bold stroke of Early to retrieve, if 
possible his late losses, and liko many bold 
movements wns near succeeding, us tho 
Federals were surprisod, driven into confusion, 
and were on the point of sullering the most 
ignominious defeat, when Sheridan arrived, 
and, restoring tho confidence of his troops, 
turned the tide of affairs, and changed what 
promised to bo a Confederate victory into a 
Confederate flight. Tho exhausted Southern 
troops are again reorganising and recruiting 
their wasted energies in tho vicinity of Rich- 
mond. 

From Sherman we have not much exciting 
news. Tho communiuations which were 
temporarily broken between Chattanooga and 
Atlauta have been restored, and tho railway 
is now running between the two places. 
Hood, after making various demonstrations 
on this line has retreated to the borders of 
Alabama and Georgia. Sherman is, how- 
ever, on his rear, so that he will either have 
to fight on Confederate ground or bo forced 
into Tennessee, whero ho will, as we have suid 
before, be between two fires. From the 
more western States, we havo the mosl war- 
like intelligence. Price, although on his re- 
treat into Kansas, has been fighting persist- 
ently with the Federal forcss along the lino 
of the Missouri river in Missouri. After 
varied success, be was forced into Kansas, 
but it would appear that he was not inclin 
ed to go much further west; for after having 
a tew severe engagements at the borders 
near Kansas city, he betook himself t( 
line duo South, and according to our special 
despatches, was last heard from near Car. 
thaga, a town in Missouri, contiguous to the 
boundaries of Kansas and the Indiana Ter- 
ritory. 

Our Canadian intelligence speaks well for 
the progress of the federation of tho North 
Amurioan Provinces. The scheme has met 
with the most unlooked-for success. Already 
havo most of tho principal (jueotions been 
disposed of — such as tho number of mem- 
bers, the federal capital, and tho appointment 
of local Governors. The latter is an impor- 
tant matter, as it gives to the Governor Gu-n. 
oral, with tho advico of the Federal Cabinet, 
the patronage of local governorships ; 
whether we view it as an oncroachment upon 
the prerogative of tho Crown, or us a wise 
provision to throw open such colonial 
officei to colonial people, wo must look upon 
tho scheme as ono necessitated by the 
chango in tho new political construction. 
Hitherto tho aims of colonists have been too 
confined and their ambition hedged 
round by Imporial patronage, Willi 
the position of local Go venior open 
to the people, and with the groat 
political power of a federal cabinet, the 
aspirations of British North Americans, 
need be no longer curbed. A few more 
yoars and a political future will bo open to 
the Canadian youth, equal in every respect 
and suporior iu most, to that which the 
mother country presents to the ambitious 
Englishman. With these great changes 
taking place on the other side of tho Rooky 
Mountains, it is Strange that out House of 
Assembly have never shown by word or deed 
that Ihey havo either sympathy for tha federa- 
tion, or hopa for u apmly connection with 
thoir Irans-montane brethren.

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From Richmond. 



New YortK, Oct. 21 — The Herald's speci- 
al dispatch says, thu opinion is openly avow- 
ed by the highest military authorities here 
that Grant can with three hours' fightiug 
occupy Richmond, Leo's army will capit- 
ulate or hastily evacuate, which is only 
Grant's desire. Tho reasons assigned for 
delay is to obtain tho same result without 
serious sacrifice of life that would attend 
cap'ure by direct, assault now. 

The Tribune's correspondent of tho Army 
of tho Jamuo, on tho 22d, says, at dawn this 
morning one of our laud batteries opened on 
the robel fleet about u mile above Cox's 
Landing, and quickly sont thoir wooden gun- 
bouts to tho protection of Fort Darling and 
other shore batterios. Three iron-clad rams 
however stood fire un hour or more reluming 
the lire uutil ono of the smoke stacks was 
noarly shot away, and oue of our shells ex- 
ploded in the after part of the Richmond, 
killing a gunner and wounding three seamen. 
Having hud a vigorous pouncing, they Red 
out of range, leaving the earthworks which 
the rebels had lately constructed on the 
west side of James river to cuntinuo a duel 
with our battery and another of our boats 
lower dowu the river. This robol work sent 
100 pounders in return for 20 and yo pound 
shells from our battery, but received Ihoso of 
the same calibre from our lower battery. 
The result of tho morning's work was to 
drive the whole rebel lleet upwards of a miU 
from the point in the river where thoy had 
recently been stationed. Ouo wooden gun- 
boat and ono irou-clad ram were consider- 
ably injured. Our casualties amounted to 
one wounded. 

Nkw Yobx, Oct. 25— Richmond papery of 
tho 2 2d contain tho following: The Enquirer 
says nil tho camp equipage captured in tho 
morning from thu Yankees was retaken by 
them' and that at Strasburg tho captured ar- 
tillery becoming mixed on the street with 
some of our own, through the demoraliza- 
tion of tile drivers, was abandoned. Their 
army, it says, was at New Market, worn out 
with fatigue, perplexed und mortified with 
the results of tho day's operations. Only 
one thousand were killed und wounded and 
a small number captured. An order has 
beon issued by the robel war ofiioe eotiseripl- 
itigl one -fifth of the employees in the ordi- 
nance bureau, adding -W00 men lo tho mili- 
tary force. The order gives great dissatis- 
faction, und shows tho serious straits to 
which the rebels aro reduced. Recent de- 
monstrations show that at least 1000 Yan- 
kee infantry aro moving Irom Satlolk toward 
Weldon. It is mentioned by the Qoldsboro 
Journal\ihal Longstreet was ordered on the 1'J 
to take command of his old First corps, re- 
lieving Anderson. A number of boys, 
called the.Junior Reserves of North Carolina, 
consisting of one regiment and one battalion, 
have offered their services to die rebel gov- 
ernment and been received and placed in tho 
trenches at Richmond. The Augusta 
Chronicle Bays that Slocum, who holds At- 
lanta, has contracted bis lines so much us to 
leave part of the city outside. Iveraon'a 
cavalry made a dash through this part ol the 
city without suffering any damage. The 
Macon Intelligencer says the rebels are mak- 
ing arrangements to enter Atlanta and se- 
curely hold it. 

Richmond papers of tho 22d, acknowledge 
a defeat iu Shenandoah valley; loss, 23 guns, 
besides those captured, and 10,000 killed and 
wounded. 

Grant is receiving heavy reinforcements. 
He will soon recoivo greater reinforcements 
to enable him to make the grand attack on 
Richmond. 

From the Shenandoah. 

A Martinsburg correspondent of the 22nd, 
reports in the battle of the 18th, our loss as 
5000 killed, wounded and missing. We lost 
in the morning, 24 guns. We captured 
7000 men and 50 guns. The enemy's loss, 
therefore, is about 10,000. 

Custar has reoeipts for 5J guns, 5 battln 
flags, a number of ambulances, horses and 
mules, This makes 51 pieces of artillery 
captured by Custar'a division within two 
weeks. 

It is demonstrated that Longstreot was 
not in the valloy, but Early had struck des- 
perately to recover this district and tia .epu- 
tation. 

Details from tho Cedar Creek victory, 
state that Devine's brigado and the Ninth 
Now York, pursued the rebels to Fisher's 
Hill ; capturing 14 guns, a wagon train 
and slaughtered an immense number of reb- 
Oll. 

New Yokk, Oct 25— A Harper's Ferry 
letter of the 24th, contains information from 
official sources that 3G00 prisoners had beer, 
cnpiured, 1500 of whom had arrived at Har- 
pers Forry, and 1000 more at Winchester. 
Our cavalry are still picking up st',i^t,lers 
and deserters, who are glad to escapo from 
the rebel army. Those prisoners admit thai 
Sheridan is the best general against whom 
they havesfought, nnd that his dashing tac- 
tics are more than a match for Early. It is 
ascertained from deserters, prisoners and 
other indisputable sources that the loss ol 
tho enemy reaches fully Ion thousand killed, 
wounded and prisoners Among tho articles 
taken, were iwenty new brass pieces recent- 
ly turned out at Richmond, with wh : »h Karly 
had been supplied only a few days before 
the battle. 12,000 small arms were picked 
up on the field along the track of the flying 
enemy, exhibiting a stale of demoralization 
not often witnessed among such veterans as 
Karlv'a. The rebels had five infantry divis- 
ions and livo cavalry brigades in tho en- 
gagement, a large portion of IbSm embracing 
the llower of Lee's army. Our wounded are 
being rapidly removed to Martinsburg. 
Sheridan is putting the army in order for 
another advance, whenever Grant gives the 
signal. Ho is already beine: supplied with 
material for another campaign. 

Refugees from Shenandoah valley report 
that notwithstanding the devastation by 
Sheridan, thore is still an immense quantity 
of grain out of tho track taken by our army. 

Nitw YoitK, October 26. — A special dis- 
patch from Washington says: Mosoby's gang 
of guerrillas made a, raid on Martinsburg 
Inn t night, capturing Gen. DuQee and staff. 
It is stated on good authority that there is 
no immediate prospect of a resumption ol 
hostilities In the Shenandoah Valley, unless 
the enemy reorganize and make another des- 
perate attempt to guin possession of llie 
Valley, Official accounts report 'he capture 
on the 19th of 1200 prisoners, 64 commis- 
sioned officers, 43 pieces of artillery, 40 ces- 
sions, U batteries and 308 horses and mules 
with harnesses, 05 ambulances, .10 army 
wagons, 10,000 rounds urtillery ammunition, 
1H.0U0 small arms ; nil the medical stores of 
the enemy, und a large quantity ut small 
arms' ammunition ami batllo Hags. Our 
total loss in killed and wounded and prisoners, 
including tho missing, is 4,08fi. 

A cavalry recOonolsaDCe to Georgetown 
yesterday ascertained that Pope's division ol 
the rebel cavalry was nt Mount Jackson. 

The remnant's of Early's and Longstrqet'l 
corps had gone to Richmond to hu reorgan- 
ized and re-armed, Only a small portion ol 
tit u in saved their urms. But one pioeo of 
urtillory was saved. 

From Shermaa 

Ciiattanooua, Oct. 21 — Thore has been 
no engagement yd between the armies in 
Northern Georgia. Hood is reported rapidly 
moving down Hrowtilon valley to Jackson- 
ville and Talldegu, Alabama, whero ho will 
striko tho railroad to Montgomery. Sher- 
man's urmy is stripped of uvory pound of 
extra baggage and ia in hut pursuit. The 
rebels have so much tllo slnrl aud Hoc so 
fast that thoir capture is not sure. A train 
oameupto Tilton from Atlanta to-day. The 
Writes are working through to Atlanta. A 
small party of cavulry attempted to tear up 
thu truck below Ackwnrlh yesterday, but 
were driven off by the Iruin guard. Other- 
wise all quidt along tho Atlanta Railroad. 

Nkw Your, Oct. 24— Tho Herald's Chat- 
tunooga correspondent says, the. theatre ol 
tho wur Ins been transferred to Whilofiold, 
Wulkor and Dlttko counties on tits northern 
horde,- of Georgia, iu which a forcu of rebel 
infantry are /pnerallng, They use Rome as 
a base of supplies, Vblph are brought on the 
Coosa river, Rome wuu abandoned bv our 
forcos. 

Resica wua held against nn attack. Tha 
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nnd Dalton were captured. Ringgold, Tun- 
nel Hill and Cleveland were evacuated, and 
the Union forces ooncontralod at Chattanoo- 
ga. If Hood's army was as strong as when 
he took it in band, he could not take Chat- 
tanooga. 

By fighting with the reir guard of Hood's 
main army, our troops have got between 
him and his detached force. Hood's great 
aim was evidontly to go into Alabama, but 
he was shut out by a range of mountains. 
His army is obliged lo subsist on roasted 
corn. 

New York, Oct. 25— The Herald's Chat- 
tanooga correspondence of tho 13th, says 
Sherman is not pushing Hood, but rather 
trying to coop him up in the valley and starve 
him to death. Hood has woetully failed in 
finding or capturing supplies. He is trying 
his best to avoid n fight. He attempted to 
snenk buck tin ough Snake Creek Gap and 
finding that outlet blocked up, abandoned 
tho attempt. This morning he is re-crossing 
the river a milo and a half below Lafayetlo. 
Sherman is perhaps six miles from him 

Cincinnati, Oct. 20. — The Commercial's 
Nnsbvillo dispatch says : Sherman is at 
Guinsvillo, near the Oousen river, pressing 
Hood, who is retreating. Hood will he com- 
pelled to move north to Tennessee, or south 
to Jacksonville. His urmy is represented to 
be without shoes. 

The railroad from Chattanooga to Atlanta 
was completed yesterday. 

From Kansas. 

Kansas City, Oct. 22.— The fight, yester- 
day, between Little Blue and Independence 
was a very gallant affair. We fought Price's 
entire army for five houis. MoLane's Colar- 
adu regiment attacked and secured the guns 
ol a rebel battoiy. Col. Hunt gallantly sus- 
tained the charge with a battery of tho Fif- 
teenth Kansas aud tho odd Colorado rogi - 
ments. He is said to hnvo lost 00 men, 
killed and wounded. Major Smith, in com- 
mand ol a regiment, was killed. Our entire 
loss is reported at four hundred. 

Jamicson was attacked nt Big Blue ford 
by a heavy column. At 2 o'clock i\ the 
enemy arrived at the ford, npd Jamiesoti fell 
back to Wesiport, near the State line. Re- 
inforcements were sent to him. The two 
commanders fought the enemy till after dark, 
driving him four miles over the open prairie. 

A general battle has been fouglil ami a 
great victory oue. Price's army has buen 
routed and is still retreating south. 

Our cavalry are in pursuit to-night, with 
Pleasanton's force, numbering Gfteon thous. 
and men. The enemy may reach Fort Seott, 
but are too clo.-ely followed to do much dam- 
age. The battle began early this morning. 

Chicaoo, Oct. 24. — Tlio Leavenworth pa- 
pers of the 20th say : Gen. Blunt with 2,000 
cavalry entered Lexington, Missouri, on 
Tuesday, the 18th. On Wednesday, Prieo 
attacked liim with an overwhelming force and 
after a sharp fight drove him Irom the city. 
He fell hack lo tho Little Bluo, fighting des- 
perately- 

St. Lou is, Oct. 25— The Democrat's War- 
ronion special says, Governor Hall has nr- 
rived from Independence with a small escort, 
lie thinks our cavalry aro damaging Price's 
rnovemont through Kansas, and nre spread- 
ing the road with the blood of his best men. 
Our loss in Sunday's fight is 250 killed and 
wounded. Rebel luss much greater. We 
took four or five hundred prisoners. Desert- rs 
from Price's army are coming to this point in 
considerable numbers. 

Miscellaneous. 

Halifax, Oct, 25— Steamer from Bermuda 
arrived to-night, with the passengers of the 
steamer Roanoke. It appears that after she 
left Havana, her engines were stopped in 
order to receive passengers approaching in 
boats, who afterwards proved lo be confeder 
ates under Capt. Braine and Lieut. Barr, of 
the Chesapeake notoriety. After the capture, 
Braine proposed to bund the steamer for 
fifty thousand dollars in gold, payable at 
Bermuda. Braine was to keep charge. This 
was refused. 

The Roanoke arrived at Bermuda quite out 
of coal. She had a valuable cargo of haled 
tobacco, cigars aud «ugar. Braine and his 
associates wefe all liberated. Capt. Drew 
and crew left for Now York on the 1 5tb. 

Halifax, Oct. 25— Gunboat Jason, Irom 
Bermuda on the 17th, reports the yellow 
fever abating at Bermuda. 

The steel blockade runner, Col. Lamb, 
sailed. 

New Yo iik, Oct. 24— The World's Wash- 
ington special says, the courso of Gen. Dix, 
in pursuing St. Alban's bandits ncro3s tha 
Canadian border, will bo sustained. 

The Tribune's Washington dispatch saya : 
The authorities of the British Provinces ap- 
prehend serious troubles in this case, and all 
possible aid will be required to bring these 
breakers of International peace to punish- 
ment.

Tho Governor General of tho Confederation 
will be appointed by tho Crown and be ad- 
vised by a Cabinet under the British Parlia- 
ment form of Government. The members of 
the Upper House are to bo elected for fivo 
years, llie ratio of representation lo be nd- 
justed every ten years. A Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of each Province is tube appointed by 
tho Governor General of the Confederation 
undBr tho advice of the Federal Cabinet. 
Thu Constitution of local legislatures is to 
be determined by tho existing Parliaments 
without regard lo uniformity. The Finan- 
cial Minister of different Provinces are en- 
gaged in preparing financial statements lor 
each province. 

Montreal, Oct. 22— Twelve of the St, 
Albans raiders have been captured iu Can- 
ada. There were 23 men concerned. The 
atriouut stolen Irom the bunks was S223,- 
000. 

MEXICO. 

New Orleans, Oct. 18 — The Alliance 
brings intelligence that Oortinas has sub- 
milted to the Fmporor Muximillinn and sur- 
rendered all his forces, cannon and ammu- 
nition to Gen, Mejia, who hold" command 
under Maximillian.

Trio Estimates lor the year 1865 cannot 
fur the same reason he prepared, or proper 
piovisiou made lor the conduct of the liov- 
ernment. 

The House will learn from tho Despatch 
now laid before '.hum that it is incumbent 
upon me. in the oven! of their declining lo 
lake over the Crown Revenues, Iu furnish 
in respect . f that Revenue, Estimates for 
the ensuing year, and accounts ol the Re- 
ceipts and Expenditure for former years, with a 
view lo their being properly audited. 

This course will uocessitate tho adjust- 
ment ol the account between the local Gov- 
ernment ai,J tho Crown, and a rilutid of the 
amount advanced Irom the Crown Revenues 
for colonial purposes under the Resolutions ol 
indemnity passed by the Legislative Assem- 
bly oa 2d July, 1864, together with all other 
sums appropriated wilhoul duo authority.

S. H. Licheostein, sworn— Had known tho 
deceased since ihe spring of 18(V2. Had seen 
tho box containing ivory checks, they were 
worth in Now York from S100 to $l2o. and 
here from Sl.">0 up. The box of markers 
was worth horo about $10. The dealing 
box was worth $30. The card box about 
S3. These articles were in the possession of 
Roberts, but witness could not swear that 
thoy belonged to him Another man had 
said that he had lent them to tho deceased. 
Last saw Roberts on the ."ith April. Knew 
the accused, saw him about 1-1 days ago, he 
said he had a set of checks for sale, which 
he wanted me to buy. I weut to see the 
articles in a nrivate place in an alley, and 
saw the large felt hat produced, which I re- 
cognised as like that worn by Roberts. The 
accused opened a chest urul showed me the 
gambling eflecis which I remarked belonged 
to Roberis, and he said limy 'did, but he got 
them for a debt. He asked ma what I would 
give for them, and I gave an evasive answer 
to tho effect that I might give him about 
$100. 1 promised to carl «g.iin, but did not, 
and gave information to the police. Prisoner 
met me several times afterwards in the street 
and pressed mo to como and make a bargain 
with him. The purses produced he believed 
belonged to the deceased.

.Superintendent Smith deposed that tho 
prisoner was asked several times whether be 
knew where there was anything belonging lo 
Roberts, and said ho knew of nothing with 
tho exception «f the trunk. The hat and 
other things were admitted to havo be-in 
Roberts. 

Mr. Ring in addressing the court dwelt 
particularly on tho point that no proof what- 
ever had been advanced lo support either the 
charge of theft or receiving stolen goods. It 
had not been denied that the properly be- 
longed lo the deoeased Roberts, and lbe 
most that could be made out of ihe whole 
nll iir was a simple breach of trust. Tho ar- 
ticles had been entrusted by Roberts to the 
custody of tho accused, and il thu former 
wore to return to-morrow bo would apply to 
the accused for Ihern. As for Iho coat and 
hat, he asked whether it was not a vory na 
tural supposition that Ribcrts, like men of 
his class, who era frequently generonl, on 
going awny should say to the prisoner "I don't 
earn for that hat and coat, but tuko good 
care of that trunk," as it contained certain 
articles used by gamblers, which not even the 
accused's master was cognisant of. 

Mr. Bibbop in his reply rolorred especially 
to tho proof given of tho prisoner having 
offered tho articles for sale to Mr. Lichen- 
stein. 

The court was of opinion that inasmuch as 
the prisonor had denied possession of the 
property, which was afierwunls found in his 
possession, il did not feel disposed to deal 
with tho case In a mroranry way, and must, 
therefore suml it to a higher court.
